People arrive in a cheerful state of 
mind, that no intellectual treat has ever been known to 
produce. They know beforehand that “a pleasant time Is 
about, to be had,” while on the other hand they approach 
any rjiental stimulus warily and skeptically, with usually 
one half of the family dragging a reluctant other half. 
The spirit is not unanimous. 

Every¬ 
one knows in advance that they will be good. And the 
prodigious attendance is the surest proof that man is still 
a long way, from considering a tablet and a glass of wat¬ 
er, a sufficient bodily feast.

If the safe nations* are sincere in their wish for disarm¬ 
ament, they must guarantee the threatened nations that 
in case of aggression, they will come Immediately and ef¬ 
fectively to the rescue. They cannot very well say: “Aban 
don arms and take your chances. We at least are in lit¬ 
tle danger.” 

It is in this reluctance, to back up a desire with any 
positive stand, that Canada has fallen lamentably short. 
While Canada places her entire emphasis on the first* few 
words of Article 8 of the League Covenant "The members 
of the League recognize that the maintenance of peace 
requires the reduction of national armaments,” the ex¬ 
posed nations insist on the continuation “to the lowest 
point consistent with national safety, and the enforce¬ 
ment by common action of international obligations.” 

Hitherto Canadian delegates have urged that the 
League be used for conciliation and investigation, but 
they have consistently sought to suppress the strong Ar¬ 
ticles of the Covenant of- Nations—the articles which 
alone can bring about a real world government. This re¬ 
luctance to commit Canada to common action in preserv¬ 
ing territorial integrity against an aggressor nation, has 
placed her in a hesitant unfavorable light internationally. 
Her attitude savors of lipservice. 

Canada however, has merely lacked strength. The with¬ 
drawal of United States from the League represents the 
great tragedy of the after-war period. It is odd that a 
nation so commercially adventurous and self-seeking, 
should be characterized by timidity in this phase of world 
relationship. But, for the assurance of peace in Europe, 
it would not be necessary for the republic to make official 
entrance into the League membership. It Would suffice

Old Enemy Ag<Un Threatens Safety 
of Crows Nest Towns is Rumor 


There is a never ceasing fascina¬ 
tion about Turtle Mountain, that un¬ 
stable quantity which dropped down 
on the town of Frank in 1903, creat¬ 
ing much loss of life. At intervals 
since that time there have been rum¬ 
ors that the mountain is again giving 
way. These rumors are very much 
afloat at present, according to a story 
from the Pass, in the Lethbridge Her 
aid. 

U_seems that reports from Ottawa 
regarding the danger of living near 
'Turtle Mountain, and the possibility 
of another slide have been causing 
much discussion. Last summer Dr. 
MacKay," Ottawa geologist, spent 
some time in survey round the moun¬ 
tain, and Dr. J. D. Allan of the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta was also a recent 
visitor. No statement has come from 
him, though it is understood that he 
agreed with the reports from Ottawa 
regarding the danger. 

The opinion in the Pass seems to 
he that the building and residences 
known as Lime City are in the- most 
danger. Lime City is about a quarter 
ter of a mile *from Hillcrest station 
and not far from the east edge of the 
originial slide. Considerable erosion 
has taken place at the southern por¬ 
tion of the mountain and it is this 
that has apparently aroused the con¬ 
cern of the geological surveyors. 

Bellevue and Hillcrest are anxious¬ 
ly waiting official statements, al¬ 
though it is supposed that the slide 
would never again reach the propor¬ 
tions of the first disaster. On the 
first occasion, seventy million tons of 
rock were swept into the -valley, while 
the portion of the mountain now con¬ 
sidered dangerous would not likely 
dislodge more than seven mililon 
tons. This it is thought would fill up 
the valley below-the mountain but 
would not damage the residences. 
There is certain anxiety however.

“What price liberty! Slaves in other days did the drud¬ 
gery performed by our workingmen today, but they did 
not face the dread of recurrent destitution. In these times 
of economic depression strength, character,' industrious¬ 
ness, all the dignity of honest manhood, are of no avail, 
t over-production has made his services unnecessary. 

“Under our present system the manufacturer pays the 
same amount of taxes on his property and continues to 
pay interest on his borrowed capital, whether business is 
good or dull; it is only human values that are wiped out 
in times of depression. Captains of industry do not have 
such responsibility for the livelihood of their employees, 
as they have for the payment of taxes and interest. 

If they fail%i their payments, they are subject to legal 
prosecution. If the workers and their families are desti¬ 
tute, there are no laws to safeguard their right to live. 

“Pope Pius’ encyclical stresses the danger of too much 
concentrated wealth. Suggested solutions to wipe out 
unemployment would change some figures in the last 
three or four columns of millionaires income.. Yet some 
such measures, would help the world in recovering self- 
respect, and might also save the world for democracy 
against communis'm. Any honest attempt to establish 
government on the basis of social justice would make 
people feel that modem civilization is at heart humane. 

“If social justice were introduced into national life, 
there would be less crime, better morality and more re¬ 
ligion among us. Religion thrives ill in a nation that 
does not respect human life. 

“The crimes of all the czars of all the Russias are 
scarcely more heinous thgn the crime of social iniustice as 
it exists today.

“Britain has realized that prosper¬ 
ity can come only by universal action, 
and her stand in tjiis position has 
brought her temporary difficulties. 

“There seems to be within the 
British people an inexhaustible spirit 
which appears at it’s best when facing 
the worst possible conditions. British 
history is filled with ultimate victor¬ 
ies on land and sea and in peace and 
war. 

“Even Britain today, despite her 
troubles, is in a stronger position 
than in the past, and that after a war 
in which she found she spent more in 
four and a half years than in the 
preceding two centuries.

Has Been Awarded High Honor 

Since the honorable title of “Master 
Farmer,” has not yet been awarded to 
anyone in this immediate district, it 
is next best to read of a neighbor on 
whom this honor is conferred. 

Mr. Oscar Moorehouse of Carseland 
is one of the sixteen farmers of Can¬ 
ada who have won the title. 

Mr. Moorehouse came from Ontario 
to Alberta in ’81, starting as a home¬ 
steader. In 1900 he began cattle 
ranching and in 1912 took up his 
present half section at Carseland and 
began mixed farming in 1914.

Hon. K. G. Reid Announces Public 
Statement for Year Ending March 
" Slat, 1931. 

The bright spot in the statement of 
the Provincial Treasurer on Alberta’s 
financial condition is the surplus of 
$348,768 from Natural Resources for 
the first six month of provincial ad¬ 
ministration. 

Otherwise things are not so bright. 
It cost 818.017,513 to run the prov¬ 
ince for the year and $15,710,962 was 
taken in as revenue. A considerable 
part of the increased expenditure in 
Alberta has been for permanent im¬ 
provements that will aid further de¬ 
velopments, Relief works are mainly 
of this character, as will be realized 
when the’eountry returns to normal. 

Expenditures for the year went 
over the estimates largely because of 
abnormal conditions, which caused 
greater demands with reduced reven¬ 
ues in many departments/ Liquor 
profits were $1,883,338 which was 
more than $700,000 below the expect¬ 
ed amount, and tax collections were 
$630,000 below estimates. Automo¬ 
bile licenses $1,693,756; gasoline tax 
$1,9.'U,602; amusement tax $163,131, 
were all below usual earnings. 

To to the total deficit is added a 
deficit of $144,170 on the government 
telephone system, which also has suf 
fered reduced service.. 

Increased earnings were shown in 
the school lands fund, provincial .sta¬ 
tute fines and interest on invest 
meats. These went over the esti¬ 
mates to the amount of $525,934. 

A further statement was made b> 
Mr. Reid regarding Pool finances. Al¬ 
berta’s liability on account of guar¬ 
antees on bank advances for the 1929 
crop were $5,526,000. This is secur¬ 
ed by pool elevators, warehouses. Van 
couver terminal and so on, amount¬ 
ing to security estimated at $8,01.1,358

Appeala to Eastern Audiences to Ex¬ 
tend Credit to Western Canada 

Premier Brownlee speaking in 
Montreal, on Monday of this week, 
urged that business men of Eastern 
Canada must extend credit to the 
Western fanner, if only in order to 
rehabilitate himself.

"1 believe there is a wide belief to¬ 
day that tnere must be protective^ 
tariffs in order to benefit the indus¬ 
trial centres of Ontario ami Quebec, 
so the better thinking people of West 
ern Canada are prepared to sit down 
with financial and merchantile inter¬ 
est to study the question on its mer¬ 
its. 

“All we ask in return is that. you 
remember there is another industry 
making almost as much contribution 
to national wealth. See if tnere may 
not in some way be a combination of 
two theories worked out for mutual 
satisfaction, that is the protection of 
manufacturing to the necessary to 
Eastern Canada and opening of mar¬ 
kets for our products of Western 
Canadd. .

All salaries and wages of perman¬ 
ent and temporary full time employ¬ 
ees of the Alberta government are 
being subjected to a process of de¬ 
ductions for the month of November 
an order-in-council having been pass¬ 
ed to that effect and the monthly 
pay checks being now in preparation, 
accordingly. 

The cuts are being made under the 
voluntary contributions scheme by 
which the civil service is undertaking 
to give some relief to the financial 
situation. The scheme applies to all 
members of the governmental work¬ 
ing force from the cabinet ministers 
down to the office boys and to the 
outside service all over the province 
as well as the inside staffs in Edmon 
ton A schedule has been drawn up 
according to which deductions are 
made for married and single persons 
respectively on the following scale 
on salaries up to $1,000, 2 and 3 per 
cent; $1,500, 5 and 6; $4,000 5 and 8; 
over $4,000, all at 10 per cent. off. 

The present order applies to No¬ 
vember only and will represent, it is 
said, a total contribution of some¬ 
thing in the vicinity of $2,000,000. A 
new order, continuing or amendin 
the present arrangement, is expected 
for succeeding months. 


Consolidation of Interests Amongst 

British Nations, Premiers Great 
Theme 

Paving the way for the Imperial 
Conference to be held at Ottawa, 
Prime Minister R. B. Bennett deliv¬ 
ered a ringing speech *in London, 
England, last Thursday. Two hundred 
outstanding British leaders were pres 
ont, listening intently to the words 
of the Canadian Premier. 

The profllems in his view, which 
the conference must solve, are the 
consolidation of Empire trade, the 
consolidation of credit of the Empire 
through a “clearing house.” problems 
of shipping, the problem of silver and 
so on.

The London Press quoted his 
speech freely, emphasizing his dec¬ 
laration: “I am still one of those 
who cherish the view that if we es¬ 
tablish that League, of Empire na¬ 
tions, there is no problem we will not 
solve, no di - ‘v we will not over¬ 
come.”
